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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  "bread  grain  informati on 

The  area    seeded  to  winter  wheat  for  the  1933  harvest  in  23  countries 
reported  to  date  is  148,350,000  acres  compared  with  149,821,000  acres  sown 
in  those  same  countries  a  year  earlier.    The  second  estimate  of  the  1933 
wheat  acreage  in  India  just  received  is  557,000  acres  above  the  first  esti- 
mate which  was  released  early  in  February  "but  is  1,361,000  acres  below  the 
revised  second  estimate  of  acreage  for  harvest  in  1932.     See  table  on  follow- 
ing page. 

Present  information  indicates  that  the  acreage  of  all  wheat  for  harvest 
in  1933  in  the  United  States  will  be  from  5  to  10  per  cent  below  the  acreage 
harvested  in  1932,  according  to  the  March  1  planting  Intentions  report  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  released  March  15.     The  December 
report  indicating  a  probable  abandonment  of  winter  wheat  in  excess  of  20  per 
cent  was  confirmed  by  recent  reports.    There  are  marked  decreases  reported 
in  durum  wheat  acreage  in  each  of  the  important  durum-prpducing  states.  An 
increase  of  about  2  per  cent  in  the  acreage  of  spring  wheat  other  than  durum 
to  be  harvested  in  1933  as  compared  with  the  acreage  harvested  in  1932  is  also 
indicated  a     Combining  durum  and  other  spring  wheat,  the  total  area  of  spring 
wheat  indicated  for  the  1933  harvest  is  20,986,000  acres  compared  with 
21,521,000  acres  harvested  in  1932,  a  decrease  of  2.5  per  cent.

Winter  crops  are  report ed/ sati sfactory  condi tion  in  Germany  and  favor- 
able in  France.    At  the  end  of  February  crops  were  above  average  condition  in 
Austria  with  wheat  and  rye  considerably  better  than  last  year.    In  Russia 
spring  crop  progress  appeared  disappointing  due  to  the  slow  assembly  of  seed 
and  tractor  repair  work.     See  statement  on  page  337. 

World  wheat  shipments    for  the  week  ending  March  18  decreased  markedly 
to  around  12,500,000  bushels  from  the  record  movement  of  over  18,000„000 
bushels  the  previous  week.    The  Australian  movement  fell  off  most  but  still 
continued  to  lead  exports  from  other  countries.    Eor  the  current  marketing 
season,  December  1,  1932  to  date  Australia  has  exported  nearly  half  of  the 
estimated  1932-33  available  surplus  from  that  country  reflecting  an  unusual 
heavy  seasonal  movement.     Commercial  grain  stocks  in  store  at  principal 
United  States  markets  are  about  75,000,000  bushels  less  than  those  of  a  year 
ago,  representing  a  decrease  of  over  one- third. 

Compared  with  the  quail ty  of  last  year's  crop,  recent  samples  of 
Argentine  wheat  examined  by  the  Bureau's  European  grain  specialist  were  found 
to  be  lighter  in  weight  per  bushel  and  contained  a  lower  percentage  of  dark, 
hard  vitreous  kernels.    Interpreting  the  differences  in  physical  character- 
istics int©^  tajiks  of  milling  and  baking  qualities  it  is    indicated  that  the 
new  crop  Bahia,/wheat  (southern  Argentine)  are  lower  in  flour  yield  and 
of  poorer  baking  quality  than  those/ lajst  years  crop.

European  market  conditions 


Continental  European  markets  were  irregular  daring  the  week  ended 
March  15-  due  to  the  financial  situation  in  the  United  States,  according  to 
radioed  information  received  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin. 
Holland    and  Belgian    markets  were  tempo rarily  upset  hut  prices  were  slightly- 
higher.    During  the  first  part  of  the  week  the  French    market  was  firmer  "out 
was  weaker  and  dull  later  in  the  week.    The  Italian    markets  continued  weak. 
Czecho Slovakia  grain  prices    were  firmer,  particularly  for  foreign  wheat.  . 
The  domestic'  market  in  Austria  was  very  quiet  during  the  week  "but  Canadian 
and  Argentine  wheats  were  firm  and  trading  brisk.     Germany    reported  a  quiet 
and  somewhat  weaker  market .    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on 
March  15  was ..$1.29  and  rye  was  £.34  per  bushel. 

In  suns  arizing  the  wheat  market  situation  in  continental  Euro  pern 
countries  during  the  month  of  February,  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Christy  at ' Berlin  points  out  in  his  monthly  report  that  prices  displayed 
ir regal ar  trends  in  various  countries,  on  account  of  government  policies, 
transportation  difficulties  and  in  some  instances  to  decreased  domestic 
supplies*    Flour  mills  continued  a  hand-to-mouth  "buying  policy  as  con  sorpt- 
ion which  is    reported  to  he  lower  than  a  year  ago  gives     little  promise  of 
any  immediate  pick-up.    Markets  in  some  countries  were  strongly  influenced 
hy  political  factors.    This  was  especially  true  in  Germany  where  the  new 
protective  measures  and  announced  intentions  of  the  new  government  gave  con- 
siderable strength  to  the  grain  markets.    As  a  result  of  the  curtailed  im- 
ports to  date  and  the  seasonal  decrease  in  domestic  supplies  there  is  some 
hope'  for  a  gradual  improvement  in  prices  in  some  of  the  central  and  northern 
European  countries  Mr.  Christy  states.     Continental  port  stocks  continue  to  he 
lower  than  those  of  a  year  ago,  but  stocks  on  farms  are  reported  still  exces- 
sive.   Recent  shipments  to  Europe  have  been  practically  as  large  as  those  of 
a  year  ago . 

The  condition  of  the  winter  sowings  on  the  continent  has  so  far  had 
little  influence  on  the  market.     Some  damage  may  have  occurred  during  the 
severe  cold  spell  in  January  bat  the  cold  weather  in  February  was  accompanied 
for  the  most  part  by  considerable  sno,w  which  formed  a  good  protection  for 
the  crops.    Winter  grains,  however,   still  have  a  difficult  period  to  go 
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0h rough,  it  is  noted,  as  the  alternate  freezing  and  thawing  which  generally  occurs 
^toward  the  end  of  the  winter  often  causes  considerable  damage. 


■      PEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  12  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  which  have  so  far  reported  acre- 
age for  the  1933  barley  harvest  show  a  total  of  27,377,000  acres,  or  a  de- 
crease of  3  per  cent  from  that  of  last  year.     The  United  States  indicates  a 
decrease  of  nearly  2  per  cent,  the  European  countries  a  decrease  of  nearly 
4  per  cent,  and  the  North  African  countries  a  decrease  of  more  than  4  per 
cent.    The  6  countries  which  have  reported  oats  acreage  show  a  decrease  of 
nearly  3  per  cent,  which  is  mostly .  accounted  for  by  the  3  per  cent  decrease 
in  the  United  States  intentions  to  plant.     The  countries  which  have  reported 
barley  accounted  for  38.5  per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total 
last  year,  and  the  countries  reporting  oats  accounted  for  45  per  cent.  Eor 
the  table  showing  detailed  acreage  '  •data,  see  page  375. 

Eor  theU.S.S.R.  the  revised  spring  plan  of  barley  sowings  for  1933  was 
40,277,000  acres,  or  an  increase  of  about  4  per  cent  over  the  actual  sowings 
in  1932.    The  revised  plan  of  sowings  for  oats  was  17,569,000  a.cres,  or  an 
increase  of  9  per  cent  over  the  actual  sowings  in  1932.    See  statement  on 
following  page.      The  condition  of  the  barley  crop  in  Austria  as  of  March 
1  was  about  99  per  cent  of  the  past  5-year  average  compared  with  96  per  cent 
last  year. 

The  second  official  estimate  of  the  1932-33  oats  production  in 
Argentina  is  69,583,000  bushels,   according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Ray  at  Buenos  Aires.    Although  this  is  a  decrease  of  about 
16,500,000  bushels  from  the  first  estimate,   the  indicated  production  is 
slightly  above  that  of  the  preceding  year,  ' and  is  the  largest  since  that  of 
1925-26.     The  previous  estimate  of  32,150,000  bushels  of  barley  has  not  been 
changed.     The  present  barley  crop  is  about  45  per  cent  above  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  is  the  largest  production  on  record.    Eor  tables  showing 
feed  grain  trade  and  prices,,  see  page  376. 


The  Russian  spring  grain  situation 

With  the  distribution  of  government  seed  loans  unsatisfactory  and  temper. 
}  atures  below  normal  in  the  important  southern  regions  of  European  Russia,  the 
spring  grain  crop  situation  did  not  apps  ar  particularly  favorable  in  early 
March,  according  to  information  received  from  the  Bureau's  Berlin  office. 
Tractor  repair  work  was  reported  no  better  than  last  yea,r  when  it  was  rather 
backward.    Reports  from  parts  of  the  important  wheat  export  regions  of  Ukraine 
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and  Forth  Caucasus  indicate  a  slow  -assembly  of  local  seed  with  collective 
farms  ( ac  count  ed  ,  fo  r  over  70  per  cent  of  1932  spring  acreage  of  all  farms 
in  these  regions)  relying  upon  government  seed  supplies.    In  Ukraine  a  ten- 
dency to  replace  spring  wheat  by ■  buckwheat  and  millet  was  noted.  Spring 
grain  seeding  in  these  southern  regions  normally  begins  the  latter  part  of 
March  and  ends  during  the  latter  part  of  April.    As  was  the  case  last  year, 
the  assembling  of  spring  wheat  seeds  has  been  less  satisfactory  than  for 
other  grains,  the  Bureau's  representatives  state.. 

Seed  loans  granted'  this  sea„son  ..to  tal  around  645,000  short  tons  or  some- 
what less  than  last  yearr  s  loans.  The  seed  loans  this  year,  it  will  be  noted, 
go  only  to  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus,  the  two  important  Black  Sea  export  re- 
gions, while  last  year  these  regions  received  no  loans,  the  loans  going  to  the 
centre!  end  eastern  regions.  They  are  available  only  to  collective  and  soviet 
farms  and  are  reported  distributed  as  follows  according  to  the  chief  crops:

In  the  hopes  of  increasing  yields.,:  the  government  has  also  obtained 
about  6,500  short  tons  of  selected  and  improved  seeds  which  may  be  obtained 
by  the  collectives  and  soviet  farms  in  ex  change  for  their  own  grain. 

Illustrative  of  the  governments  change  from  area- to  quality  farming 
is  the  new  slogan  for  the  coming  spring  sowing  campaign:     "Better  than  all 
previous."    That  the  government  fully  recognizes  the  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come in  this  planting  campaign  is  shown  by  the  action  taken  to-date,  the 
Bureau's  Berlin  representatives  note.    This  includes  a  reduction  in  the  1933 
spring  sowing  plan  and  the  distribution  of  15,000  members  of  the  Communist 
party  among  the  villages,   to  assist  and  direct  the  carrying  out  of  farm  oper- 
ations.   The  following  table  gives  the  plans  for  the  last  two  years,  as  well 
as  last  year's  actual  sowings:

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COTTON 

Eu.rop.ean  cot't on  markets  markin g  time 

Cotton  trading  at  Liverpool  during  the  past  two  weeks  has  "been  quiet 
with  traders  awaiting  further  developments  in  the  foreign  situation,  parti- 
cularly in  the  United  States,    prices  of  most  foreign  cottons  on  March  17 
were  a  half  cent  or  more  aoove  those  of  two  weeks  earlier,   the  last  time  ex- 
change rates  were  available  for  converting  foreign  prices.     Quotations  in 
sterling  advanced  noticeably  during  the  week  March  3  to  10,   cut  showed  only 
a  slight  increase  during  the  following  week.     See  price  table  page  377. 
Spot  demand  at  Manchester    was  poor  and  cloth  business  was  very  slow  with 
buyers  hestitating  to  follow  the  price  advance.    Yarn  sales  were  somewhat 
larger  at  former  rates.    The  Havre  market  was  very  dull  daring  the  week. 
Spinners  were  fixing  rather  heavily  during  the  bank  and  exchange  holiday 
period  in  the  United  States  but  were  not  buying.    On  the  Milan  market  very 
little  business  was  reported  on  -account  of  unsettled  conditions  and  at 
Br emen    the  general  trade  was  continuing  to  maintain  a  waiting  altitude. 

Reviewing  the  continental  European  cotton  textile  situation  up  to 
March  7,  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin  notes  a  spreading  in 
the  slackening  of  activities  whioh  developed  in  central  Europe  in  January. 
Reduced  activity  has  developed  in  major  textile  centers  of  western  Europe  and 
Italy.    New    business  as  well  as  mill  activity  receded  definitely  from  the 
levels  prevailing  in  November,  December  and  January.    The  recession  appears 
to  be  in  line  with  the  rather  general  setback  experienced  in  continental 
economic  activity  which  has  occurred  since  the  turn  of  the  year,  largely  as 
a  result  of  the  feeling  that  recovery  in  consumer  purchasing  power  is  not 
immediately  at  hand.    It  has  been  based  also,  to  a  considerate  extent,  on 
hesitancy  incident  to  renewed  political  uncertainty  on  the  continent  and 
financial  uncertainty  overseas.    The  reduction  in  new  orders  has  been  noted 
in  central  Earopea  as  well  as  in  France  and  Italy.    There  is  some  tendency 
toward  accumulation  of  stocks  of  goods.    Encouraging  financial  and  economic 
developments,  however,  would  be  reflected  rapidly  in  renewed  textile  orders 
and  production,  it  is  expected. 

Shanghai  cotton  mills  continue  active 

In  the  spinning  industry  at  Shanghai,   Chinese  mills  continue  to 
operate  about  90  per  cent  and  Japanese  80  per  cent  of  capacity,  according 
to  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson.     Sales  of  yarn  during  February 
showed  a  significant  increase  over  last  month  but  not  sufficient  to  prevent 
a  further  increase  in  stocks.     The  Chinese  cotton  market  was  firm  due  to 
small  arrivals  and  strengthening  tendencies  in  American  and  Indian  cotton 
quotations.    Imports  of  American  cotton  in  Shanghai  in  February  were  58,000 
bales  of  500  pounds.     The  military  situation    in  N0rth  China  has  reflected 
itself  in  reduced^mill  operations,  and  in  the  yarn  ma.rket  at  Tsingtao  as  a 
result  of  the/ Japanese  sentiment.    Most  of  the  spindles  at  that  place  are 
owned  by  Japanese.    Yarn  stocks  there  were  reported  accumulating.

Manchurian  soy  "bean  movement  reduced 

The  Iiancnurian  soy  "bean  market  situation  was  featured  in  the  period 
January-March  1933  "by  a  poor  demand  from  nearly  all  sources  for  "beans  and 
"bean  products,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ered  J. 
Ross  iter  at  Shanghai.    European  "buyers  are  showing  little  interest;  there 
is  small  prospect  of  an  improvement  in  the  Japanese  market,  and  the  Cino- 
Japanese  situation  affords  no  encouragement  rath  regard  to  a  recovery  of 
the  Chinese .  market .    prices  continued  to  decline  from  mid- December  to  Febru- 
ary  15.     Exports  of  soy  "beans,  "bean  cake  and  bean  oil  for  the  October- 
December  quarter  of  the  1932-33  crop  year  were  all  smaller  than  those  of 
a  year  earlier.    Bean  exports  were  down  about  25  per  cent  from  the  19  31-32 
period  and  were  the  smallest  for  a  number  of  years  with  the  exception  of 
1930-31,  when  beans  were  held  off  the  market  in  an  effort  to  improve  prices. 
The  smaller  quantity  exported  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  crop 
year  is  attributed  to  the  decreased  demand  and  a  smaller  quantity  available 
for  shipment.     The  1932  production  was  estimated  to  be  25  per  cent  smaller 
than  the  1931  harvest. 

The  disposition  of  the  remainder  of  the  1932  soy  bean  crop  depends 
primarily  on  Eurooean  demand,  Mr.  Eossiter  states,     prices  in  silver  on  the 
Dairen  market  have  continued  to  decline  since  the  high  point  reached  in  mid- 
December  1932.     The  demand  for  beans  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  better  than 
for  cake  and  oil.     It  is  expected  that  the  European  buying  will  hold  up 
fairly  well,  out  the  demand  for  beans  on  the  part  of  Japan,  China,  and  Malay- 
sian Dorts  is  not  expected  to  improve.     In  China,  duties  on  and  boycotts 
against  Manchurian  products  are  expected  to  curtail  demand.     The  Malaysian 
countries  are  having  difficulties  of  their  own  in  disposing  of  domestic  vege- 
table oils.     The  scoring  demand  for  bean  cake  may  increase  the  current  volume 
of  exports,  but  neither  Japan  nor  China  is  expected  to  take  xisual  amounts. 
Oil  exports  for  1932-33  depend  almost  entirely  on  the  demand  from  Europe. 
In  the  past  two  years,  with  declining  prices  and  smaller  exports  to  Europe, 
China  has  used  additional  quantities  of  Manchurian  bean  oil,  but  this  year 
Chinese  nurchases  have  been  reduced  substantially.

English  buyers  lead  at  London  wool  sales 

By  March  17,  -progress  of  the  London  wool  sales  opened  March  14  indi- 
cated England  as  the  chief  buyer,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  the 
London  office  of  the  Foreign  Agriculture  Service.     Germany  also  was  buying 
some  merinos  and  fine  cross-breds.     French  interests  were  quiet.     On  the 
whole,  withdrawals  were  light  from  the  128,500  bales  offered.    Reviewing  the 
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wool  situation  for  the  month  ended  March  7,  Wool  specialist  H.  E.  Reed  at 
London  indicates  that  the  prominent  British  interest  in  local  sales  is  in 
keeping  with  the  greater  Yorkshire  activity  in  primary  markets  daring 
February.    With  improved  sterling  exchange  and  irregular  competition  from 
other  sources,  Yorkshire  buying  was  more  important  in  those  markets  than 
earlier  in  the  present  selling  season.    Prices  were  adversely  affected  in 
February  by  reduced  and  irregular  competition  from  Japan,  the  higher  sterl- 
ing exchange  and  low  Y0rkshire  limits.    Both  Japanese  activity  and  prices, 
however,   strengthened  toward, March  1. 

Demand  for  spot  wools  in  England  has  subsided  somewhat  as  a  result 
of  the  decline  in  consumption  and  increased  purchases  overseas.  Demand 
for  semis  ha.s  been  only  moderate  and  trading  in  Bradford  was  quiet  during 
the  month  ended  March  7.    Prices  declined  in  keeping  with  the  easier  ten- 
dency in  primary  markets.    Lack  of  demand  from  the  consuming  end  ha.s  made 
it  impossible  to  base  top  and  yarn  prices  on  wool  costs.     Competition  for 
the  small  .amount  of  business  available  resulted  in  price  cutting.    A  better 
tone,'  but  no  price  improvement  or  increa.se  in  business,  followed  the  recent 
improvement  in.  primary  market  prices. 

Available  reports  of  machinery  activity  and  consumption  of  wool  are 
conflicting.    Machinery  activity  is  reported  to  have  declined  further  in 
February.    Advance  labor  returns,  however,  as  of  February  20,  show  a  decline 
in  unemployed  workers  in  the  woolen  and  worsted  industries  .registered  at 
unemployment  exchanges  in  the  Leeds  district  compared  '•■■to  numbers  as  of  January 
23.     February  numbers  of  unemployed  are  larger  than  those  of  the  late  months 
of  1932.    The  decline  in  activi  ty  i  s  al  so  indicated  by  Bradford  Conditioning 
House  returns  for  February  which  also  suggest  a  further  decline  in  top  exports. 
Machinery    activity  in  worsted  mills  is  reported  as  unsatisfactory,  particularly 
those  on  better  grade  cloth.     Such  woolen  mills  as  are  working  on  cheap  dress 
giods  have  had  a  good  month.     Commission  manufacturers  a.re  reported  to  be  in 
an  improved  condition. 

On  the  Continent,  the  slightly  downward  tendency  of  business  in  tops, 
noils  and  wool,  as  well  as  of  trading  yarns  and  fabrics,   that  was  evident  at 
the  end  of  January  ha.s  continued  through  February,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  L.  V.  Steer e  at  Berlin.    Top  and  washed  wool  were  considerably  quieter, 
but  trading  in  noils  remained  relatively  active  in  most  countries.    New  busi- 
ness for  the  mills  was  hampered  by  political  uncertainties,'  and  by  the  downward 
tendency  of  wool  markets,  and  mill  occupation  appears  to  have  declined  in  many 
districts,  at  least  toward  the  end  of  February.    The  .considerable  upturn  in 
the  Continental  wo  1  situation  during  the  second  half  of  1932  has  definitely 
come  to  a  standstill,  and  there  is  not  much  ■  i  nducement  at  present,  in  the  fa.  ce 
of  continued  unfavorable  economic  conditions  throughout  the  world,  to  accumu- 
late further  stocks  in  industry  and  tra.de  hands,    /where  there  has  already  been 
an  increase  in  places  during  the  past  three  months. 
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Restriction  placed  upon  the  imports'  of  nog  products  into  the  leading 
importing  countries,  .and  a  downward  tendency  in  European  hog  numbers  are 
the  features  of  the  current  world  situation  in  hogs  and  pork  products,  accord- 
ing to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  Mainten- 
ance of  the  German  import  duty  on  lard  at  $5.40  per  100  pounds  compared  with 
the  rate  of  $1.08  prevailing  before  February  15,  1933  will  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  American  exports  of  lard.    In  cured  pork,   the  foreign  market  situ- 
ation is  not  so  unfavorable  as  in  lard,  since  indications  are  that,  binder  the 
import  quota  system  now  prevailing  in  Great  Britain,  somewhat  more  American 
cured  pork  may  be  accepted  than  was  entering  the  trade  in  recent  months. 

The  British  restrictions  on  cured  pork  imports  are  stimulating  the 
current  downward  tendency  in  hog  numbers  in  the  important  European  export- 
ing countries.    From  1928  to  1931  the  trend  in  hog  numbers  and  pork  product- 
ion was  upward.     Since  the  middle  of  1931,  however,  curtailed  breeding  has 
been  noted,  coincident  with  the  movement  of  hog  prices  toward  extremely  low 
levels.     So  far,   the  Netherlands  has  taken  the  most  drastic  action  to  reduce 
hog  numbers.    In  Denmark,  the  leading  exporting  country,  reduced  pork  output 
is  evident,  and  in  Poland  and  the  Baltic  States  there  are  indications  of 
smaller  hog  numbers. 

In  1932  the  total  American  export  trade  in  pork  products  reached  an 

unusually  low  point.     Curod  pork  bore  the  brant  of  the  decline,  largely  as  a 

result  of  the  large  supplies  of  low-priced  continental  European  products 

reaching  the  British  market.     Lard  exports  held  up  fairly  well  throughout  the 

year.  ;

Detailed 
Statements  on  current  market  developments  have  been  omitted  from  this  survey, 
since  they  appear  monthly  in  "World  Hog  and  Pork  Prospects". 
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The  British  cured  pork  import  restrictions  and  the  high  German  duty 
on  lard  are  the  most  striking  developments  of  recent  years  in  the  interna- 
tional pork  products  trade.     The  British  move  was  made  to  protect  the  do- 
mestic hog  industry  and  to  favor  Empire  pork  products  in  keeping  with  the 
terms  of  the  Ottawa  agreements.     The  heavy  marketings  of  continental  Euro- 
pean bacon  in  British  markets  in  the  last  two  years  grew  in  part  out  of  the 
British  move  of  1926  to  prohibit  imports  of  continental  live  animals  and 
fresh  meat  as  a  precaution  against  foot-and-mouth  disease.  .  Netherlands  was 
the  first  continental  country  other  than  Denmark  to  utilize  British  cured 
pork  markets  on  an  extensive  scale  as  an  outlet  for  export  pork  produced. 
Netherlands  formerly  had  shared  with  Ireland  the  important  British  import 
trade  in  fresh  pork.     In  more  recent  years  Poland  has  sought  to  use  the 
British  cured  pork  trade  as  a  means  of  improving  the  financial  status  of 
Polish  farmers,  and  has  built  up  a  trade  somewhat  larger  than  that  of  the' 
Netherlands.    Cured  pork,  exports  from  the  Baltic  States  had  the  same  ends 
in  view,  but  on  a  smaller  scale. 

The  increase  in  hog  numbers  in  connection  with  the  marketing  programs 
indicated  apparently  reached  a  peak  in  1931  and  early  1932.    The  unprofitable 
prices  obtainable  for  export  products  during  the  past  two  years  started  move- 
ments toward  lower  hog  numbers  somewhat  in  advance  of  the  British  plan  to  re- 
strict cured  pork  imports,  especially ' in  Denmark,  Poland  and  Netherlands. 
In  effect,  the  British  plan  has  practically  reversed  the  hog  production  pol- 
icies followed  in  recent  years  by . continental  exoorting  countries.     The  Neth- 
erlands plan  for  national  control  of  hog  production  and  pork  exports  is  the 
most  definite  development  in  European  exporting  countries  to  control  produc- 
tion.   On  the  other  hand,  import  restriction  moves  and  plans  undoubtedly  have 
stimulated  the  British  domestic  pork  industry,  and  also  that  of  the  domin- 
ions, notably  Canada.      Under  the  Ottawa  agreements,  Canada  is  assured  a  Brit- 
ish market  for  about  10  times  as  much  bacon  and  ham  as  the  average  annual 
Canadian  shipments  during  the  past  5  years. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  British  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  have 
more  than  doubled  since  1909-1913,  and  have  increased  almost  one-third  since 
1929,  the  quantity  supplied  by  the  United  States  in  1932  was  only  about  1/5 
of  the  pre-war  average  imports ,  and  a  little  over  one-third  of  the  quantity 
imported  in  1329.    American  hog  numbers  in  1932  were  somewhat  larger  than  in 
1931,  v/hen  they  reached  the  lowest  numbers  since  1926.     Under  the  British 
plan  of  using  average  imports  for  a  period  of  earlier  post-war  years  as  a 
basis  for  allotting  quotas,  the  United  States  allotment  would  be  somewhat 
larger  than  actual  imports  from  this  country  during  the  last  few  years.  No 
curtailment  of  British  lard  imports  is  contemplated  other  than  the  small  duty 
now  assessed,  which  apparently  has  not  hindered  the  movement  of  American  lard 
to  its  leading  foreign  market.    The  extraordinarily  high  German  lard  duty  of 
$5.04  per  100  pounds  in  effect  since  February  15,  1933,  however,  may  be  ex- 
pected to  curtail  that  outlet  for  the  American  product,  if  that  rate  is  main- 
tained for  any  appreciable  time. 
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TTorld  hog  numbers 

Hog  numbers  in  the  United  States  on  January  1,  1933  were  estimated 
at  60,715,000  head,  an  increase  of  3  -per  cent  above  the  number  at  the  same 
date  last  year  and  12  per  cent  above  1931.. 

So  far  only  two  European  countries  have  reported  numbers  in  late  1932 
or  early  1933,  i.e.,  Germany  and  Denmark.     These  two  European  countries  show- 
ed a  decrease  of  5  per  cent  in  ?nog  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  1933  compared 
with  numbers  at  the  same  time  last  year.     A  6  per  cent  reduction  in  brood 
sows  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  indicates  a  tendency  to  reduce  numbers 
still  further  in  1933.    While  no  estimate  is  as  yet  available  for  the  Nether- 
lands later  than  that  of  mid-summer  1932,  the  policy  of  the  newly  established 
Varkens cent rale  (Netherlands  Hog  Central)  calls  for  a  considerable  reduction 
there  also.    Latest  returns  from  Poland  and  Estonia,  which  also  export  bacon 
to  the  British  market,  showed  lower  numbers  in  mid- summer  1932  than  in  1931 
with  prospects  of  still  further  reductions  in  1933. 

As  some  countries  make  only  mid-winter  estimates  and  others  only  mid- 
summ  r  ones,  while  still  other  make  estimates  for  various  dates,  we  are  giv- 
ing different  totals  for  the  countries  reporting  in  mid-winter  and  in  mid- 
summer for  the  "ouroose  of  showing  the  trend  correctly.    At  the  beginning  of 
1932  numbers  in  8  a/  European  countries 'report ing  showed  an  increase  of  3 
per  cent  above  comparable  figures  for  1931.     However,  by  mid- summer  1932 
numbers  had  declined,  the  total  for  11  b/  countries'  being  estimated  at 
41,894,000  head, a  reduction  of  8  per  cent  compared  with  mid- summer  1931. 
The  British  Isles  showed  an  increase  in  numbers  and  a  further  increase  is 
expected  this  year.     The  decrease  in  the  seven  continental  countries  alone 
was  9  per  c  ent. 

Hog  numbers  in  21  countries,  which  supported  about  44  per  cent  of  the 
estimated  world  total  for  the  5-year  period  1926-1930  were  estimated  at 
126,538,000  head  in  19  32,  an  increase  of  3  per  cent  above.  1931.    numbers  in  19 
European        cj  countries  in  1931  reached  64,192,000  head  the  highest  number

Hog  slaughter  in  European  countries'  continued  heavy  in  1932,  although, 
with  the  exception  of  Denmark,  it  was  probably  slightly  below  the  1931  level. 
Slaughter  in  7  a/  important  export ing."  countries ,  including  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  ^as  2  per  cent  greater  in  19  32  than  in  1931  and  4  per  cent  greater 
than  in  1930.     In  the  United  States  slaughter  for  the  past  3  years  has  been 
lower  than  it  was  in  1928  and  1939.     In  1933  the  number  slaughtered  under' 
Federal  inspection,  however,  amounted  to  45,244,000  and  was  1  per  cent  greater 
than  in  1931  and  2  per  cent  above  1930.     Slaughter  in  Canada  reached  2,723,000 
head  in  1932  and  was  higher  than  in  any  of  the  past  8  years.     Hog  slaughter 
in^ Argentina  and  "ew  Zealand  which  furnish  frozen  pork  to  the  United  Kingdom 
has  been  decreasing  since  1929.  .  In  1932,  however,  slaughter  in  Argentina 
increased  slightly.     See  table,  page  351. 

;.  ■.  .Hog  slaughter  in  Denmark  for  1932  is  provisionally  estimated  at  7  ,  500,00f 
an  increase  of  2  per  cent  above  1931.     In  1931  the  increase  over  the  preceding 
year  was  19  per  cent.    Annual  slaughter  in  that  country  has  been  increasing 
each  year  since  1939  when  only  4,994,000  head  were  killed.     In  pre-war  days 
annual  slaughter  averaged  only  2,503,000  head.    Slaughter  for  export  in  the 
Netherlands  in  1932  amounted  to  1,463,000  head,  a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  com- 
pared with  the  heavy  slaughter  of  1931.     In  1930  only  1,203,000  hogs  were 
slaughtered  for  export  in  that  country.     In  Poland  there  was  also  a  slight 
increase  in  1932,  a  preliminary  estimate  ba.sed  on  9  months  slaughter  -  plac- 
ing the  number  at ■ 4,855,000,  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent  compared  with  1931.

In  Germany,  one  of  the  most  important  European  hog  producing  and  con- 
suming countries  hog  slaughter  reached  approximately  25,000,000  head  in  1931 
but  fell  to  23,000,000  in  1932.

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Pork  and  lard  production  in  6  a/  exporting  countries,  including  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  was  approximately  the  same  in  1932  as  in  1931,  "but 
was  5  per  cent  greater  than  in  1930.    The  quantity  produced  under  Federal 
inspection  in  the  United  States  was  about  the  same  as  iri  1931,  but  in  Canada 
there  was  a  heavy  inorease  in  production.     In  Denmark  the  production  of  pork 
and  lard  combined  showed  an  increase  of  2. per  cent  above  1931  whereas  in  1931 
there  was  a  10  per  cent  increase  above  1930. 

Indications  are  that  production  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free 
State  combined  in  1932  exceeded  that  of  1931  as  judged  by  receipts  of  home 
produced  pork  at  London  Central  markets,    production  in  that  country  has  been 
increasing  since  1929.     In  Germany,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  decrease 
in  1932  from  the  heavy  production  in  1331.

Per  capita  pork  and  lard  consumption 

Per  capita  consumption  estimates  for  recent  years  show  an  increase  in 
pork  and  lard  consumption  in  most  of  the  important  exporting  and  importing 
countries.     The  increase  in  pork  -per  capita  consumption  has  been  coincident 
with  a  decrease  in  beef  consumption  in  most  countries. 

Of  the  countries  for  which  estimates  are  available,  the  United  States 
and  Canada  show- a  heavier. 'per  capita  consumption  of  pork  and  lard  than  any 
of  the  other.. countries ,  consumption  in      oach       country      reaching  84  pounds 
per  person  in  1951.    Of  this  amount,  lard  consumption  in  the  United  States 
amounted  to  14  pounds  per  person. 

Germany  shows  the  next  heaviest  consumption  of  pork  and  lard  per  person 
the  quantity  reaching  7  5  pounds  in  1931.     Of  that  quantity  approximately  6 
pounds  was  lard.     In  the  United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State, pork  and  lard 
consumption  was  estimated  at  53  pounds  in  1931-32,  about  S  pounds  of  which 
was  imported  lard.    Consumption  increased  from  43  pounds  in  1929-50  to  53 
pounds  in  1931-32.    Excluding  imported  lard,  consumption  was  37  pounds  in 
1929  and  43  pounds  in  1931-32.  .  . 

Denmark,  the  principal  bacon  exporting  country  of  Europe,  had  a  per 
capita  consumption  of  pork  and  lard  of  about  50  pounds  in  1931.    This  was  of 
pork  and  lard  produced  in  export  houses  only.    Consumption  in  that  country 
has  apparently  been  increasing  since  1925.    The  consumption  of  lard  alone, 
however,  appears  to  be  declining. 

France,  Czechoslovakia  and  Belgium  all  show  increases  in  per  capita 
consumption  of  pork  and  lard  from  1929  to  1931,  consumption  in  France,  reach- 
ing 40  pounds,  in  Czechoslovakia  39  pounds  and  in  Belgium  49  pounds.  Austra- 
lia, and  Hew  Zealand  show  decreases  in  pork  consumption.  See  tables,  page  355

)  Despite  the  fact  that  exports  of  American  lard  in  1931-32  were  the 

smallest  in  recent  years,  the  total  figure  remained  well  in  line  with  the 
pre-war  movement  of  that  commodity.    The  United  States  continues  to  retain 

•its  position  as  the  world*  s  leading  exporter  of  lard.  .  The  total'  for  1931- 
32  (year  ended  June  30),  however*  was  7.3  per  cent  and  31  per  cent  "below 
exports  of  1930-31  and  1929-30  respectively.    It  should  be  noted,  however, 
that  the  1931-32  exports  to  Europe  were  3  per  cent  larger  than  a  year  earlier 
principally  as  the  result  of  heavier  exports  to  Germany.    Exports  to  Great 
Britain,  the  leading  "buyer,  continued  at  their  characteristically  steady 
level.    Netherlands  and  Italy' also  took  in  some  American  lard  in'the  recent 
period  indicated,  •  • 

Combined  American  exports  of  cured,  pickled,  fresh  and  frozen  pork  for 
year  ended  June  30.i  1932  were  down  to  119,409,000  pounds  against.  184,372/000 
pounds  in. the  preceding  year.    The  current  figures  show  a  continuation  of  the 
post- war  downward  trend  whi ch-  fol lowed  the  large  exports  •  stimulated-  "by;  war- 
demands  and' in  the  years  immediately  following  the  war  by  depleted  "European 
supplies.    The  export  of  such  products  in  1912-13  stood  at  416 , 746 ,000  -pounds. 
See  "World  Hog  and'Pork  Prospects"  monthly  for  more  recent  export  figures. 

Exports  of  all  the  classes  of  pork  indicated  declined  sharply  in  both 

1930-  31  and  1931-32.    Heavy  cured  pork  production  in  Europe  reduced  materially 
the  movement  of  similar  American  products  to  Great  Britain,  the  leading  ex- 
port market.    In  1931-32  exports  of -hams  and  shoulders  to  that  country  repre- 
senting 95  per  cent  of  the  total  export  movement  of  those  products,  wer.e  44  

per  cent  below  the    fairly  substantial  volume  reached  in  1929-30.    Exports  to 
Canada. -and  Cuba,;  the  other  two  important  buyers  of  American  ham,  also  fell  off 
sharply  in  1930-31  and"  1931-32. 

In  bacon,   the  drop  in.  export  business  is  more  marked  than  in  hams.  In 

1931-  32  the  total  represented  only  50  per  cent  of  the  1930-31  figure  and  only 
about  20  per  cent  of  the  1929-30  exports.  '  Great  Britain  continued  in  1931-32 
as  the  largest  single  "buyer  of  American  bacor.  "but  exports  to  that  country  re- 
presented only  38  per  cent  of  the  reduced'  total  outward  movement-  agdnst  50' 

per  cent  in' 1930-31  and  43  per  cent  in  1929-30.     Germany,  Italy  and  Netherlands 
took  somewhat  more  American  bacon  in  1931-32  than  in  the  preceding  year,  out" 
total  exports  to  Europe  represented  only  45.5  per  cent  of  the  1930-31  figures' 
and  15  per  cent  of  the  1929-30  movement  to  those  markets.     There  were 'sharp 
declines  in'  1931-32  in-  the  exports  to  Canada,,  Cuba,  and  other  countries.

Despite  the  stimulus  given  the  Canadian  "bacon  in  das  try  at  the  recent 
Ottawa  Conference,  marketings  this  year  up  to  March  9,  .have  "been  6  per  cent  be- 
low, the' same  period  last  year.    On  the  other  hand  the  export  bacon,  hams,  and 
pork  for  the  first  month  of  this  year  has  been  considerably  greater  than  it 
was  a  year  ago.. 

The  number  of  hogs  graded  during  the  calendar  year  1932  was  3,142,000 
an  increase' o f  18  per  cent  above  gradings  during  1931.    Of  that  amount  only 
15  per  cent  were  graded  as  selects,  and  41  per  cent  as  bacon  hogs.  The 
Bri  ti  sh  .  demand  for  Canadian  bacon  is  almost  exclusively  for  Wiltshire  -  cut 
sides,  which  includes  the  hams  from  select  hogs..    This  is  the  designation 
of  "good  quality"  used  in  the  conference  text,   states  the  "Ontario  Farmer." 
The  agreement  reached  allows  up  to  280,000,000  pounds  of  Canadian  bacon  and 
hams  of  good  quality  to  be  Imported  into  &reat  Britain  annually.    In  1932  total 
exports  of  hams  and  bacons  amounted  to  35,000,000  pounds,  85  per  cent  of  which 
went  to  the  Uni  ted  Kingdom.

Hog  numbers  in  Canada  in  June  1932  were  estimated  at  4,639,000  a 
decrease  of  2  per  cent  compared  with  1931.     There  has  been  a  shift  in  the 
centers  of  production  from  Eastern  to  Western  Canada.     In  1928  of  the 
4,497,000  hogs  on  hand  on  June  1,  63  per  cent  were  in  the  5  eastern  provinces 
whereas  in  1932  of  the  4,639,000  hogs  on  hand,  52  per  cent  were  in  the  4 
western  provinces,  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  having  the  largest  number.  The 
eastern  province  of  Toronto  still  leads  all  other  Canadian  provinces,  in  hog 
numbers  but  the  percentage  of  the  total  number  is  now  considerably  less  than 
in.  1928.     The  availability  of  an  abundance  of  cheap  feed  in  the  western 
provinces  favors  expansion  there. 

The  price  of  bacon  hogs  on  Canadian  markets  -quoted  in  Canadian  cur- 
rency (dollars)  continues  to  advance  whereas  when  expressed  a/  in  American 
currency  (dollars)   the  reverse  is  shown  due  to  the  depreciation  of  the  Cana- 
dian dollar  in  terras  of  American  money.     The  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  at 
Toronto  for  the  week  ending  March  9  in  Canadian  dollars  was  $4.55  per  100 
pounds  compared  with  an  average  price  of  $3.81  in  February  and  $3.76  in 
January .

So  far,  officially,  no  working  plan  for  materially  reducing  hog  num- 
bers  in  Denmark  has  been  put  forward.     In  any  case,  shifts-  in  Danish  pro- 
duction of  hogs  must  take  into  account  the  milk  production  program'  of  the 
dairy  herds,  the  number  of  cows  and  the  size  of  farms.     The  sharp  reduction 
in  brood  sows  from  1931  to  1932  is  of  considerable  significance.     The  pre- 
vailing allotment  of  cured  pork  for  disposition  in  British  markets  is  equi- 
valent to  108,110  hogs  per  week,  according  to  Consul  S.  M'.  Croth  at

That  figure  is  considerably  "below  the  rate  of  slaughter  pre- 
vailing during  1932.    in  order  to  reduce  somewhat  the  number  of  hogs  offered 
for  slaughter,  the  weight  range  for  which  best  prices  are  paid  by  slaughter  * 
houses  has  been  narrowed  and  the  discount  doubled  on  hogs  over  or  under  the 
prescribed  rate,    producers  have  been  urged  to  delay  fattening  for  market  as. 
long  as  possible. 

The  heavy- Danish  baaon  exports  of  1932  brought  the  total  outward  move- 
ment  of  all  pork  up  to  869,963,000  pounds- against  845,647,000  pounds  in  1931. 
Last  year  was  'the  , third  consecutive  year  to  show  an  advance  in  bacon  exports, 
the  British  market 'as  usual  being  the  chief  outlet.    Indications  are  for  a 
smaller  outward  movement  of  bacon  in  1933.    A  feature  of  the  bacon  trade  was' 
the  appearance  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  of  bacon  exports  to 
Germany  and  other  countries.    The.  advancing  hog  production  from  1928  to  1931 
resulted  in  unusually  heavy  lard  exports,  notably  to  Germany  but  that  move- 
ment is  not  expected  to  continue  in  volume. 

Poland 

The  decline  of  1,480,000  head  in  Polish  hog  numbers  from  June  1931 
to  June  1932  is  an  indication  of  a  significant  reduction  in  pork  production 
in  that  country.    Figures  on  brood  sows  are  no t  ■  available,  but  the  inference 
is  that  the  general  reduction  has  included  that  class  of  animal.  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  D.  F.  Christy  at  Berlin  suggests  that  the  1932 
reductions  were  largely  in  the  younger  age  groups, indi eating  consi derably  small- 
er pork  supplies  this  spring  and  summer.    During  most  of  1932,  however, 
Poland  was  second  to  Denmark  as  a  shipper  of  bacon  to  British  markets,  accord- 
ing to  figures  furnished  by  Meat  Specialist  H.  E.  Eeed  at  London.  Bacon 
exports  in  1932  were  slightly  larger  than  in  1931,  but  smaller  ham  exports 
reduced  slightly  the  1932  figure  for  total  cured  pork  exports.     Since  1928, 
Poland  has  protected  the  domestic  hog  industry  with  high  import  duties.  Since 
early  1929  there  has  been  in  effect  a  system'of  export  bounties  on  cured  pork 
by  means  of  "customs  certificates11  issued  on  pork  exports  and  tenderable  for 
payment  of  import  duties.    The  value  of  the  certificates  ha.s  varied  consider- 
ably with  a  downward  tendency  apparent  as  1932  advanced.  :  •  • ;  ■  ■ 

Netherlands 

Unofficial  estimates  of  Netherlands  hog  numbers  for  June  1932  indi- 
cate a  decline  of  7.5  percent  from  numbers  of  a  year  earlier.    The  product- 
ion restriction  plan  now  in  effect  has  regarded  the  1930  level  of  about 
2,000,000  head  as  an  economical  level  for  the  Netherlands  hog  industry.  Indi- 
cations are  that  in  recent  months  there  have  been  more  young  pigs  available 
than  are  admissible  under  the  restriction  plan,  which  stipulates  that  no  hog 
may  be  maintained  unless  it  bears  the  ear— mark  issued  by  the  central  hog  control 
The  Minister  of  Agriculture  is  empowered  to  make  periodic  announcements  of 
the  number  of  hogs  which  may  be  ear- marked  in  the  various  producing  areas. 
Penalities  >are  imposed  for  non-observance  of  the  orders. 
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Exports  of  pork  products  other  than  lard  from  the  Netherlands  in 
1932  reached  a*  total  of  220, 522, COO  pounds  aganst  225,185,000  pounds,  in 

1931.  In  oo th  years,  the  outward  movement  was  considerably  larger  than  in 
other  recent  years.    The  upward  trend  of  recent  years  in  the  exports  of 
salted,  smoked  or  dried  pork,  including  "bacon,  was  continued  in  1932.  Exports 
of  such  products'  to  Great  Britain,  largely  "bacon,  were  slightly  smaller  in 

1932,  hat  there  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  movement  to  other  countries, 
notably  Germany.    The  fresh  pork  exports  reached  a  relatively  low  total  which 
was  39  per  cent  under  the  corresponding  1931  figures.    Lard  exports  were  38 
per  cent  below  the  1931  level.- 


The  1'etherlands  plan  includes  also  a  "price  stabilization "  plan -cased 
largely 'on  a  slaughter  tax.    All  hogs  killed  are  subject  to  tax,  with  exert- 
ions possible  under  certain  conditions.    The  tax  is  payable  at  the  time  of 
official  veterinary  inspection  for  slaughter,  and  no  hogs  are  approved  for 
killing  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  the  tax  has  been  paid.     The  Hog  Control 
has  a  monopoly  of  exports,  and  since  one- third  or  more  of  the  Netherlands 
hogs  go  into  export  j»ro ducts,  the  Control  has  a  dominant  p  o  si  ti  n  in  the  price 
field.    "By  guaranteeing  a  base  price,  t  >  be -met  principally  from  the  slaughter 
tax,  it  is  rati cipated  that  the  general  domestic  price  level  'nay  be  raised 
to  profitable  levels,  particularly  .unless  .pro  ducti  on  is  held  down  and  "imports 
practically  prohibited.     See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  dated  February  13, 
1932  for  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Netherlands  plan  for  relief  to  hog  pro- 
ducers .

Both  Great  Britain  and  Germany  imported  larger  total  quantities  of  aired 
pork  in  1932-  than  in  1931.    in  "both  countries  the  1932  totals  were  unusually 
large.    In  Germany  the  increased  imports  occurred  in  the  face  of  heavy  domestic 
production,  and  prices  were  exceptionally  low.    The '  domestic  supply  of  -  Great 
Britain  has  little  effect  upon  the  quantity  imported,  "but  production  in  that 
country  is  increasing.    In  both  countries,  however,  considerably  less  American 
cured  pork  was  sold  in  1932  than  in  other  recent  years.    Conversely  both 
countries  took  more  American  lard  than  in  1931,  with  prices  at  very  low  levels. 
American  lard  constituted  87  per  cent  of  the  British  lard  imports  for  1932,

Because  of  larger  bacon  imports,  •     »he  total  British  imports 

of  cured,  fresh  and  frozen  pork  amounted  to  1,434,949,000  pounds  in  1932 
against  1,423,894,000  pounds  in  1931,    Ham  imports  were  down  3.3  per  cent 
from  1931,  while  the  fresh  pork  and  the  chilled  and  frozen  pork  items  showed 
decreases  of  32.3  per  cent  and  7.3  per  cent  respectively.     The  advance  in 
bacon  receipts  over  1931  amounted  to  2.4  per  cent.     The  steady  increase  in'  re- 
cent years  of  that  item  is  largely  the  result  of  heavier  receipts  of  bacon 
from  most  of  the  continental  European  producing  countries.    Ham  imports,  how- 
ever, have  moved  downward  since  1929.  'Imports  of  other  forms  of  pork  have 
shown  no  clear  . tendency  in  recent  years.  ''  ' 

The  United  States  share  in  the. bacon  trade  dropped  sharply  in  1932  after 
having  declined  annually  since  1929.    Receipts  from  Canada  increased,  as  did 
receipts  from  Denmark,  Sweden,  Poland  and  other  continental  countries.  In 
hams  -also,  the  American  product  represented  a  reduced  share  of  the  1932  busi- 
ness, but  the  United  States  continued  as  the  leading  source  of  ham  imports. 
Receipts  of  Canadian  hams  almost  doubled  in  1932-.     The  United  States  'also  lost 
ground  in  the  chilled  and  frozen  pork  trade  of  1932.    Receipts  from  Argentina 
advanced  sharply  however-,  and  the  larger  quanti  ti  es  al  so  came  from  -New, %  ealand. 
In  fresh  pork,   the  Irish  Free  State  has  been  the  only  source  of  supply  since 
1926.     The  slight  decline  in  the  total  British  imports  of  lard  during  1932, 
was  accomplished  despite  an  advance  of  2.1  per  cent  in  imports  of  American 
lard.     The  duty  of  10  per  cent  ad  valorem  on  lard  imports  apparently  has  had 
no  marked  effect  upon  the  British  import  trade  in  that  product. 

Luring  the  calendar  year  1932,   the  United  States  furnished  17  per  cent  of 
the  total  imports  of  pork  products  into  the  United  Kingdom  principally  in  the 
form  of  lard,  whereas  only  6  per  cent  came  from  the  British  Dominions  and 
practically  all  of  the  remaining  75  per  cent  from  European  countries  in  the 
form  cif  bacon.    In  pre-war  days  the  United  States  furnished  a  little  over  half 
of  the  total  imports  of  pork  products,   the  bulk  being  in  the  form  of  bacon  and 
hams,  the  British  Dominions,  principally  Canada,  11  per  cent  and  European 
countries,  only  37  per  cent.    Of  the  total  imports  of  pork  and  pork  products 
into  United  Kingdom  .in  1932  lard  formed  about  16  per  cent,  the  bulk  being 
furnished  by  the  United  States.    The  share  of  the. United  States  in  the  total 
imports  of  lard  has  not  varied  much  from  year  to  year  as  total  imports  of  that 
commodity  have  increased.

The  German  protectionist  policy  for  agriculture  is  clearly  illustrated  by 
the  duties  on  imports  effective  February  15,1933.     The  rate  on  lard  was  placed 
at  $5.40  per  100  pounds  against  the  former  rate  of  $1.08.     German  lard  imports 
come  principally  from  the  United  States.     It  is.  apparent  that  in  taking  this 
action  the  German  government,  which  also  has  a  virtual  monopoly  of  the  import- 
ing of  raw  materials  for  the  margarine  industry,  intends  to  control  the  German 
fat  supply  situation.    Butter  has  "been  subject  to  high  duties  and  import  quotas 
f or ^ several  months.     The  new  import  duties  on  cured  pork  appear  to  have  omitted 
ah  increase  in  bacon,  imports  of  which  come  principally  from  the  Netherlands. 
On  hams  and  shoulder,  however,   the  duty  rates  were  nearly  doubled  to  reach 
$16.20  per  100  pounds  for  simply  prepared  products ,. with  items  for  fine  table 
use  paying  ^30.25  against  the  former  rate  of  $16.20. 

In  view  of  the. fact  that  German  hogs  yield  a  relatively  low  percentage  of 
lard,  there  is  some  question  as  to  how  much  protection  the  new  duties  will  af- 
ford the  German  hog  industry  as  a  whole.     Steps  taken  to  govern  supplies  of 
other  fats  Suggest  that  it  is  not  the  intention  to  wholly  replace  imported 
lard  witn  domestic  lard  from  increased  hog  production.     To  do  that  would  appear 
to  be  risking  such  a  heavy  production  of  pork  as  to  place  that  country  on  an 
export  basis  on  pork. 

The  unusually  large  imports,  of  lard  -into  .Germany  for  the  calendar  year 
1932  reflected  increased  receipts  from  all  leading  sources  of  supply,  especially 
tne  United  States.     Imports  from  all  sources  for  1932  were  29.5.  per  cent  larger 
than  in  1931,  but  'imports  from  the  United  States  advanced  37.3  per  cent.

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The  figure  for  receipts  from  the  United  States  was  the  largest  since  1929.  Im- 
ports from  Denmark  reached  unusually  high  levels,  largely  as  a  result  of  the 
heavy  increase  in  Danish  hog  slaughter. 

Total  German  imports  of  cured  fresh,  chilled  and  frozen  pork  in  1932,  also 
'.vere  unusually  heavy  at  84,512,000  pounds  against  80,294,000  pounds  for  recent 
post-wax  years.     In  that  group  of  products  bacon  _ is  the  largest  single  item. 
The  Netherlands  has  always  been  the  chief  source  of  supply  practically  monopo- 
lizing the  trade  in  1932.     The  upward  trend  of  recent  years  in  German  imports 
of  bacon  resulted  in  a  1932  total  more  than  5  times  larger  .than  that  of  1928. 
The  United  States,  however,  has  had  only  a  small  and  irregular  share  in  that 
business.     Imports  of  hams  into  Germany  are  made  only  to  a  limited  extent,  with 
Czechoslovakia  as  the  leading  source.     In  fresh  and  other  pork,   the  drop  in 
1932  imports  left  the  total  well  within  the  average  of  recent  years.     The  de- 
cline v/as  spread  fairly  evenly  over  all  sources  of  supply,  with  Denmark  retain- 
ing the  largest  snare  of  the  business.     In  recent  years  the  American  participa- 
tion in  that  business  has  declined  considerably.
